DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous 
Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's 
submission filed on 10/5/2010 has been entered. 

Status of the Claims 

2. Amendment of claims 1 8 and 23; cancellation of claim 22 and addition of new 
claims 38-51 is acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

3. Rejection of claims 1 8, 25, and 27 under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated 
by Linnecke and Wong (US 4,240,751) is withdrawn in view of amendment of 
claim 18. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Rejection of claims 19-21 and 30 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Linnecke and Wong in view of Singh, et al. (US 20020034827) is 
withdrawn in view of amendment of claim 18 and Applicants' arguments filed 
10/5/2010. 

4. Rejection of claims 22-24, 28 and 31 under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Linnecke and Wong in view of Schaertl, et al. (J. Biomol. 
Screen. 2000; 5(4):227-237) is moot and withdrawn in the case of claim 22 and 
withdrawn in the case of claims 23-24, 28 and 31 in view of amendment of claim 
18 and Applicants' arguments filed 10/5/2010. 

5. Rejection of claim 26 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Linnecke and Wong is withdrawn in view of amendment of claim 1 8 and 
Applicants' arguments filed 10/5/2010. 

6. Rejection of claim 29 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Linnecke and Wong in view of Faulds, et al. (Analyst. 2002; 127:282-286) is 
withdrawn in view of amendment of claim 1 8 and Applicants' arguments filed 
10/5/2010. 

7. Rejection of claims 33-35 and 37 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Linnecke and Wong in view of Strauss (US 4,410,660) is withdrawn in view 
of amendment of claims 1 8 and 28 and in further view of Applicants' arguments 
filed 10/5/2010. 
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Rejoinder 

8. Claim 1 8 is directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the procedures set forth 
in MPEP § 821.04(B), claims 1-17, directed to the process of making or using an 
allowable product, previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a 
restriction requirement, are hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability 
under 37 CFR 1.104. 

Because all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1 .142 
have been rejoined, the restriction requirement as set forth in the Office 
action mailed on 10/10/2008 is hereby withdrawn. In view of the withdrawal of 
the restriction requirement as to the rejoined inventions, applicant(s) are advised 
that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated 
by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present 
application, such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or 
nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant 
application. Once the restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 
U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable. See In re Ziegler, 443 F.2d 121 1 , 1215, 170 
USPQ 1 29, 1 31 -32 (CCPA 1 971 ). See also MPEP § 804.01 .
